Victoria Postpones Its Decision 
--Liberals Cali a Provin- 
cial Convention.

Vancouver, March 10.— At a meeting 
of Conservatives to-night a resolution to 
stand by the decision of the convention 
to fight the coining elections on party 
lines was carried by 14S to 5. Messrs. 
F. C. Cotton, C. E. Tisdnll and L. G. 
MePhillips were prominent speakers 
and expressed the fear that Mr. Martin 
would carry the country unless all par- 
tics but Murtlnites combined to defeat 
him. There was much party enthusi- 
asm at the meeting, and the Inte govern- 
ment was condemned by a score of 
speakers, who said in effect that the 
government were elected to defeat the 
Turner party, and though they had 
served that purpose had proved weaker 
than the Turner party itself. 

KOOTENAY ALSO FOP. PARTY. 

Nelson, March 16.— The following 
resolution was adopted on a standing 
votes, amid cheers, by a convention 
of delegates representing Greenwood, 
Phoenix, Columbia, Grand Forks, Ross- 
land, Trail, Slocan City, Silverton, Now 
Denver, Nelson, Ymir and other points: 

"That the origin of the Liberal-Con- 
servative party may be traced to a 
crisis in the history of the country 
which necessitated a union of the best 
men of hoth parties for the unification 
and progress of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. 

"A serious crisis exists in the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia at the present 
time. The principles of Liberal-Con- 
servatism contain the only remedy for 
one-man government, sectionalism and 
the undue influence of political adven- 
turers.

Vancouver, March 16.— An extraordin- 
ary meeting of the executive of the Lib- 
eral association of Vancouver city, took 
place last night, with twenty-six out of 
the thirty members present. After the 
meeting was addressed at length by Hon. 
Joseph Martin, a discussion took place as 
to the advisability of calling a conven- 
tion for the province. The following re- 
solution was unanimously passed. 

"Moved by Jus. McQueen, seconded by 
•T. C. McLagan: That whereas the pro- 
vincial executive having been appealed to 
by the Rossland association to call a 
convention, at a meeting attended by only 
seven, refused to call a convention; and 
whereas at Westminster convention of 
1S!)7, Liberal, agreed to support the then 
provincial opposition and formulated a 
platform; and whereas it is advisable that 
the party should take united action at 
this crisis; 

"Therefore, the Liberals of Vancouver 
call a convention of the Liberals of the 
province for tb« purpose of organizing 
and deciding upon what action to take- 
said convention to be called for April 5th 
next— each provincial electoral district be- 
ing entitled to send ten delegates for each 
member they send to the legislature." 

PORTO RICAN RELIEF. 

Washington, March 1G.— After a de- 
hate, at times spirited, extending over 
parts of two days, the Senate to-day 
passed the Puerto Rico relief appropria- 
tion bill. As passed the measure carries 
$2,095,000, the president being authoriz- 
ed to use that sum "for public education, 
public works anil other government and 
public purposes," in Puerto Rico. 

AN EXPEl^lvE 1 ARBITRATION. 

London, March 17.— In the House of 
Commons to-day, the parliamentary sec- 
retary of the foreign office, Mr. Win.

London, March Hi.— Lord Roberts has 
sent the following despatch to the war 
otlke: 

" Bioemfonteln, Friday, March 16.— 
Vnen. Clements crossed the Orange river 
yesterday. Repairs to the railway 
bridge at Norval's Pont have com- 
menced, and it will shortly be ready for 
traffic. 

" Gen. Pole-Carew telegraphs his ar- 
rival at Sprhigfontein, so that Bloem- 
fontein is now practically in rail com- 
munication with Capetown. 

" My proclamation is already having 
an excellent effect. Several hundred 
burghers have expressed their intention 
to surrender their arms and return to 
their occupations. 

"The resident commissioner of Basuto- 
land reports that 800 Boers lately ar- 
rived from Bloemfontein, aud that a 
further contingent from Aliwal North 
was only waiting to know the terms of 
my proclamation to surrender. They 
had refused to attend a council at 
Kroonstadt, to which President Steyn 
had summoned them." 

London, March 17— The Daily Mail 
has the following despatch from Lorenzo 
Marques dated Friday, March 16: 

"Entrenching is proceeding on the Vaal 
river at Vaneying. 

"Late arrival's from Pretoria say that 
the Boers themselves now admit that 
their cause is hopeless. General Lucas 
refuses to fight again, and has returned 
to his farm. General Schalkburgher has 
also returned and the burghers are go- 
ing home by hundreds." • 



RHODES IN CRITICAL MOOD. 

Says Boer Numbers Have Been Exag- 
gerated to Explain British 
Reverses. 

London. March 17.— The Daily Mail 
publishes an interview this morning 
with Mr. Rhodes, secured by Mr. Julian 
Ralph, in the course of which, com- 
plaining of the home authorities," Mr. 
Rhodes declared that there had been 
only :10,00() Boers in the field altogether, 
and that the foreign mercenaries were 
only about 15,000. The numbers of 
the Boors, he said, had been exaggerat- 
ed in order to explained the British re- 
verses. 



A WORRIED CRITIC. 

Cannot Imagine Any Satisfactory • Plan 
For Boer Commander-in-Chief. 

London, March 17.— Mr. Spencer 
Wilkinson in the Morning Post says: 
" The difficulty now is to imagine a 
satisfactory plan of operation for the 
Boer commander-in-chief. At an out- 
side estimate his available forces can 
hardly be 40,000 men. The Boer posi- 
tions will all be turned before a frontal 
attack is made. To await the frontal 
attack will be to risk capture. The 
only plnn to avoid it will be a hasty re- 
treat." 

Then proceeding to discuss various 
possibilities of the Boers. Mr. Wilkin- 
son arrives at the following conclusion: 
" The best that the Boers can hope for 
it to gain time. There is no chance of 
their being able to restore the equili- 
brium, or to turn the balance in their 
own favor. By gaining time they may 
hope for some foreign intervention or 
complication. Great Britain must, 
therefore, push the war with the utmost 
vigor, and must not spare any effort to 
keep the navy and the home defence 
forces in the utmost efficiency, ready 
for any emergency." 



FRENCH STUDENTS' FOLLY. 

They Shattered Windows of British Con- 
sulate and Are Gaoled aud Fined. 

Bordeaux, March 16.— As an outcome 
of the recent riotous demonstration 
against the British consulate here, when 
the windows of the consulate and the 
consul's residence were shattered by 
stones, the three ringleaders of the mob: 
two students and a clerk were sentenced 
to-day to short terms and fines and to 
pay the costs of the prosecution. 



SPARED ST. HELENA. 

London, March 17.— The Capetown 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
says: "The Boer prisoners will be de- 
tained indefinitely on board the trans- 
ports, and the Free Staters will perhaps, 
be spared the trip to St. Helena.

With Railway to Cape Intact 
Roberts Can Move Forward 
At Will. 



Burghers Planned to Have Steyn 
Surrender Rut by Ruse 
He Escaped. 



London, March 17.— (4:30 a. in.)— The 
railway communication to the Capo 
being intact. Lord Roberts will in a 
very tew days bo in u position to begin 
the advance on Pretoria. 

Ilis (loop political intuition, combined 
with his bold strategy, having resulted 
as desired in the southern sections of 
the Orange Free State, which are 
rapidly calming down, Mafoking is now 
the only point for anxiety, and as it is 
now long since the force has loft Kim- 
bcrley, its relief may be announced be- 
fore many days pass. 

In the lobbies of parliament last even- 
ing it was rumored that Lord Roberts 
is about to issue a proclamation an- 
nouncing that the former system of 
government in the Orange Free State 
is abolished, and promising Free Staters 
who immediately surrender due consid- 
eration. 

Il is understood that aii the Conti- 
nental powers, with .me pxception, un- 
compromisingly refused to intervene. 
The exception was Russia, whose reply 
was couched in less firm langunge, al- 
though like the others sin- declined to 
interfere. It is said that the Pope was 
also appealed to, hut that he declined 
te do anything beyond writing a letter 
to the Queen, appealing to her to stop 
the further effusion of blood. Dr. 
Leyds' efforts with King Leopold wore, 
quite futile. 

The possibility of the destruction of 
Johannesburg is still discussed hero, 
but il is believed that French and Ger- 
man shareholders would offer a strong 
protest. Mr. Chamberlain's statement 
thai President Krugor has already boon 
warned as to the consequences of such 
conduct is regarded as showing that, 
sutllciont precaution has been taken. 
The Times suggests that the burghers 
should he warned that their farms will 
he taxed as a guarantee against any 
damage to British property, hut no seri- 
ous apprehensions are entertained of 
such conduct as .Mr. "White is said to 
have foreshadowed. 

The latest advices respecting the stir 
render of Bloemfoiitein show that the 
approach of the British caused a stam- 
pede. Thirteen trains, each compris- 
ing forty cars, all crammed with Boers, 
hurried northward itist before the line 
was cut. Mr. Steyn would have been 
compelled to surrender, hut ho protend- 
ed that ho was going to visit one of the 
outposts, and at midnight took a car- 
riage which was waiting for him out- 
side (ho town, anil thus escaped. The 
liners got the bull; of their wagons and 
military stores away.

"The town is gradually assuming the 
appearance of a gigantic rabbit warren. 
\Ve have over four miles of trenches for 
the protection of pedestrians from bul- 
lets, and bomb-proof shelters to resort, 
to when the shelling is heavy. 

" The latest triumph is a five-inch 
gun made by local workmen. Both 
shells and powder are made locally. 
Respecting the former, some taken 
from Jameson's column al Dornknp 1 
the Boers were lired into town. The 
were collected, molted down, re-ca: 
and used, again paying a visit to the 
Transvaal. 

''As regards foodstuffs the town can 
hold out for some time if required to do 
so. bill only with the greatest economy. 
A soup kitchen which was started to- 
day, supplied by horses, dogs, etc., v. ill 
provide for 1,010 natives daily. The 
natives have largo herds of cattle, but; 
will not sell any unless in exchange for 
food. Under the circumstances it 
would be unwise to commandeer the 
cattle. Hence the outlook is nn anxious 
one if the siege shall be prolonged be- 
yond the date given."

hastened to the streets and carried the 
mayor on their shoulders to the town 
hall, where a demonstration was made. 

To-day will be observed as a general 
holiday.

Loudon. .March 1(5.— Lord Hobcrts 
made a quaint speech to the Uunrds at 
Bloemfoiitein to-day when, in his con- 
gratulatory words, he expressed pride on 
their splendid march Of "-S miles in "JS 
hours, and gave ample assurance of his 
ultima Ic design. "1 have not been able 
to march into Bloemfontein at the head 
of the brigade as I intended," said Rob- 
erts." "1 promise you, however, that 1 
will lend you into Pretoria." 

Roberts reports that he found seven 
British officers and forty-three men 
wounded in the hospital at Bloemfoiitein 
and that they had been well cared for 
He adds: "1 rejoiced the wounded liners 
by tolling them they would be allowed 
to proceed to their homes instead of 1» 
ing made prisoners as soon as they ca 
leave the hospital." 

It waa officially announced to-day that 
the British casualties at Dreifonteln on 
March It) were 02 men killed and 321 
wounded, including one Canadian wound- 
ed. 

General Brabant's column having cro 
oil the Orange River alter a fore 
march at Aliwal North on Sunday, and 
General Clements' column being act 
at Vunsyl, the three columns will form 
an army of 12,000 to 15,000 men, which 
is expected to replace the forces of Rob- 
erts at Bloemfontein, as he pushes north- 
ward. Just where the Boers will attempt 
to oppose that march is an important 
question, but il cannot be easily answer 
ed until Joubert is definitely located. 

Bloemfontein, March 13.— As Lord 
Roberts was being conducted to the town 
to-day by the deputation of olliciuls 
which bad gone out to moot him, he was 
greeted by crowds waving handkerchiefs 
and displaying the utmost enthusiasm 
and cordiality. Lord Roberts entered 
the market square, thence ho proceeded 
to the presidency, which he entered from 
the front. The garden of the lato Presi- 
dent's pretty house was entered by the 
crowd which broke out with tremendous 
energy into "Clod Save the Queen." 

Immediately after the ceremony was 
over Lord Roberts appointed Gen. Prot 
tyman governor, and then visited the 
gaol, where he released four prisoners, 
who refused to fight against the British. 

Thou that portion of the troops neccs 
sary to man the northern heights began 
to march through the town amid the 
cheers of the people. When the horse 
batteries passed the contrast between the 
well-fed citizens and the exhausted and 
worn-out gunners, who sat on their 
horses and carriages without a sign of 
emotion, was mewt striking. 

By this time the plain outside was 
gradually filling. Infantry regiments and 
immense transport convoys seemed to 
overrun the ground like water. Gradu- 
ally out of the chaos order emerged, as 
each brigade and transport established 
itself in its proper pwltion in long 
straight lines, miles ill extent. From 
the higher kopje near the town to/ far 
beyond could be seen the long yellow ser- 
pent representing regiment after regiment 
of khaki-clad troops marching on the 
town. 

Gen. Jouhert was expected here early 
in the morning, but the blowing up of the 
line north of the town prevented his 
coming, and he remained al Bnindfnrt 
with 2,000 Natalers. 

Gen. Prettymun is succeeding admir- 
ably as governor of the town. He issued 
a proclamation to-day to the burghers 
within a radius of ten miles to deliver 
their arms, assuring them that they 
would be paid for the confiscation of their 
property. Lord Roberts is about to is- 
sue proclamations which, it is believed, 
will have the effect of disarming further 
opposition on the part of the Free Stat- 
ers. 

Mr. ('.dins has been appointed hind- 
rost, vice Pnphenfus, deposed; and Mr. 
Fraser will act as mayor. 

Groat quantities of stores captured tit 
Wasserfall have been recovered. As a 
result of Hunter Weston's line cutting, 
the British have secured 2(1 engines and

li rm River. 

Much unrest exists among the Dutch 
population. The burghers described the 
soldiers as locusts, saying they were in- 
numerable and of identical color. 

The Free Staters south of here are re- 
ported to be rapidly returning to th"ir 
farms. 

General 'Grobelaar is attempting to es- 
cape to the north. He has a large com- 
mand and a big convoy of supplies. 

The majority of the townspeople anti- 
cipate thnt the Free Staters will offer no 
resistance. 



London, March 10. — Lord Roberts, in 
transmitting General Gatacre's report of 
the Stormberg defeat, gives his views 
thus: "This failure was mainly duo to 
reliance on inaccurate information .re- 

irding the ground to he traverse to the 
position hold by the Boers, to the em- 
ployment of too smell a force and the 
men being tired by a long night's march 
before they came in contact with the 
enemy. When it became evident, short 
ly after midnight, that the guides wen 
leading the column in the wrung direc- 
tion, I consider Gatacre should have halt- 
ed and endeavored to find a proper mail, 
or should have fallen back on Moltcno 
rather than have risked the safety of tin 
entire force by following a route which 
brought the troops into dilllcult ground 
commanded on both sides by Boers.'' 

MKTHFEN ON MAG K RS FONTEIN 

London, .March ]tl.— Tin. Loudon Gil 
aotto thi< evening publishes Gen. Lord 
Methueu's report of the action tit Magors- 
foutein, December in and December 11. 
dated from the Modder River, February 
lf>. After explaining the difficulties of 
liny attempt to outllank 1(1,000 Boers, 
and arguing that a blow dealt at the 
Boer centre at Magersfuuloin would be 
more effective, he says his orders were 
lo relieve Kini'oerley and, therefore the 
day the last re-inforeemcnts arrived, he 
decided to attack Magorsfontcill kopje. 

The general then proceeds to describe 
the artilley bombardment of the position 
and shows bow the Highland Brigade 
was led to the point of assault after the 
late .Major Andrew G. Wauohopo had 
previously explained all he intended t 
do and the particular part each battalion 
was expected to play. Lord Mothtion 
then remarks: "The rifles accidently 
went off and the Hashes from a lantern 
gave the enemy timely notice of th 
inarch." 

The report then proceeds lo show thai 

Gen. Wnuchope deployed his n t 

late, and suddenly the Boers poured in 
a heavy fire. Col. Hugues-Hnllett im- 
mediately ordered the Seaforths to 
charge and the other commanders fol- 
lowed suite. At this moment sonic one 
gave the word to retire, and part of tin 
Black Watch rushed back through the 
ranks of the Seaforths. Col, Hughes- 
Uallett ordered the latter to lie down" and 
not retire, and after a while the Colonel 
again tried to reach the trenches, fo__ 
hundred yards off, but the officers and 
half the men fell before the heavy lire 
which opened immediately after the men 
moved. Ten minutes later the Seaforths 
tried another rush, with the same re- 
sult. Col. Hughes-Ilallett then decided 
to await orders. 

After describing sending the Gordons 
and Guards to support the Highland Bri 
glide, Lord Methuon continues: "At 
one in the afternoon, the Seaforths -were 
exposed to a heavy cross-lire. The order 
lo retire was given and the greater part 
of the casualties then occurred. It was 
an unfortunate retirement for Hnllett. 
Flo received instructions to remain in 
his position until dusk and the enemy 
were then quitting the trenches in tens 
nnd twenties. 

"Wauchope told me in the evening of 
December 10 that he quite understood 
his orders, and he made me further ro 
marks. He died at the head of his bri 
gade, where his name will always re- 
main honored and respected. His higl: 
military reputation nnd attainments dis- 
arm all criticism. Every soldier in my 
division deplores his loss. He was n fine 
soldier and true comrade. 

"The attack failed. The Highlanders 
wore ready enough to rally but the pau- 
city of officers and non-commissioned of- 
fers made it dillicult. I attach no blame 
to this splendid brigade. 

'"The report then proceeds to pay a 
high tribute to the conduct of all 'the 
troops under conditions as hard as can 
he imagined and mentions especially a 
number of officers and men. for distin- 
guished acts of courage already recorded 
in the newspaper despatches. 



BOERS OUT OF CONTROL.

Excesses— Brabant's Poor 
Equipment. 

Capetown, March 1G.— At Jamestown 
,,'reat complaint is made of the harsh 
treatment by the Boers during the occu- 
pation.

Jamestown, Mareh 15. — There was 
much enthusiasm at Aliwal North when 
Brabant's troops occupied that place. 

Commandant Olivier, the Boor conir 
miindcr. apologized for the action of 
the Boers during the last days' occupa- 
tion, saying lie could not control his 
men. 

The British are now entrenched on 
the Free State side of the Orange river, 
with the Boors holding an advantage- 
ous bill in front of them. Gen. Brabant 
is greatly hampered owing to the luck 
of artillery, having only two 15-ponnd- 
ers.

March II- -Via 
Lorenzo Marques, March 10.- The Ger- 
man consul has handed the following 
despatch to President Krugor: 

"The govenum-nl of Germany and 
Bmporor William w ill he gladly ready 
to assist in friendly mediation as soon 
as the fundamental principles to such 
arc apparent— as s i as it is demon- 
strated thai both opponents desire 
mediation. Whether the desire al- 
ready exists mi the British side can he 
found by the republics on direct inquiry 
at London or through the good offices 
of a third government which lias no 
important interests of its own to con- 
sider in such affair. The latter assump- 
tion is qualified With n number of na- 
tions and outside Europe, but not with 
Germany. Any such step on the part 
of tin- German government would 
awake suspicious of having other than 
humanity in view. 'The increased mis- 
trust thereby engendered would not pro- 
mote n peaceable settlement. The re- 
quest of the republics to transmit, their 
appeal for mediation to the Austro- 
Ilimgarian and Swiss governments, 
whoso interests are watched by the Ger- 
man consulate, has been immediately 
fulfilled.

Til AT SECRET UIl'T. 
The revelations in yesterday's Colo- 
nist regarding the free gift of ton thou- 
sand acres of valuable coal lands to the 
New Vancouver Coal Company, the 
absolute, out-and-out gift, free from 
any claim for royalty, created a painful 
sensation in the city yesterday, as it 
will certainly do elsewhere in the prov- 
ince when the nature of the transaction 
is understood. The legality of the gift 
was generally questioned, and on every 
hand the opinion was expressed that it 
nu ant the political annihilation of the 
Semlin-Cotton combination. Many per- 
sons expressed doubt if any of the 
members of the late cabinet would 
have the hardihood to otter themselves 
fov re-election in the face of such a seri- 
ous scandal. It was especially pointed 
out that for Mr. Cotton to profess to 
act as the leader of a political pnrty 
would be an act of temerity of which 
even he, with all his effrontery, would 
scarcely dare to be guilty. 

The secrecy of the transaction was 
much commented upon. There is no 
more certain badge of guilt than this. 
If there were nothing of which the min- 
isters were afraid, why were orders 
issued to keep the transaction out of 
tin- Oazetto '! This question was on 

hundreds of tips. In this mection 

the date or the gift is a matter of im- 
portance. It was on November IS last 
when this outrage was consummated. 
Al that time the government well knew 
that its tenure of office was in imminent 
danger The ministers well knew that 
their fate hung trembling in the balance, 
and they dared not let it become known, 
on the eve of the assembling of the 
legislature, that they hud parted volun- 
tarily and without a shadow of excuse 
or consideration, valuable or otherwise, 
with this magnificent piece of property. 
We are not now discussing the trans- 
action from a legal point of view. Our 
impression is that the letters patent are 
not worth the paper that they arc writ- 
ten upon; but it is the intent of the 
government with which wc have to do, 
and this was to make a political friend 
a clear gift of an exceedingly valuable 
property. How valuable it is we do 
not know, and perhaps no one can 
readily calculate; but our information 
is that the ordinary royalty of live cents 
a ton would, upon the present output of 
the company from the property, realize 
the province the snug sum of $30,000 a 
year. This output can be indefinitely 
increased, for the area thus attempted 
to be given away contains many 
hundreds of millions of ' ins of coal. 

The letters patent declare that it was 
originally intended to give the land nnd 
the coal tinder the sea to the persons 
front whom the Now Vancouver Coal 
Company claim certain land in the 
vicinity and that the present trans- 
action is only intended to complete this 
original intention. Replying to this 
pronositlon we need only say that the 
original deed from the Hudson's Bay 



Company must spenk for itself, and if 
it conveys the title to tin; coal under 
the sea, the courts will so affirm. It is 
necessary to give the history of. the 
matter in some detail in order that it 
may be understood. In 1S-11 the Im- 
perial government granted to the Hud- 
son's Bay Company the vritote of Van- 
couver Island upon certain terms. Just 
what this grant conveyed is not mater- 
ial, for the Hudson's Bay title was ex- 
tinguished in 1867, the Imperial govern- 
ment undertaking to abide by all con- 
veyances made by the company pre- 
viously. Among the conveyances thus 
made were certain pieces of land at 
Nnnaimo harbor, now owned by the 
New Vancouver Coal Company. What 
this tract consists of is shown by a 
plan annexed to the conveyance, to 
which .reference is made in the convey- 
ance itself. The plan does not show 
that the company had any intention 
whatever of conveying to its grantee 
any land or coal under the sea, and the 
conveyance itself is silent upon the 
point. If anything more passed by the 
deed than was expressed on its face it 
would only consist of such appurten- 
ances as necessarily tlowed from the 
language used by the grantors. There 
is no machinery known to the law by 
which the intention of tin- parties can 
be got at other than by the construe 
Hon of the language of the document 
itself. But it must be remembered 
that the transaction was not one be-; 
tweon the government of British CoL 
umhia and any one, for there was n< 
government of British Columbia at tin 
time. It was not even a transaction 
between the Imperial government anil 
anyone, which the province, as the 
present owner of tin- crown lands 
within its borders, might be equitably 
required to amend, if it was shown to 
be defective. It was a transaction be- 
tween a corporation and an individual, 
and by every principle of law, justice 
and public welfare the grantee should 
be left to his remedy in the courts, if 
his possession of any part of what be 
claims under bis deed is disputed. 

As a matter of fact (lie claim of the 
New Vancouver Coal Company to a 
poit ion of the property covered by the 
letters patent is disputed. The Esqui- 
mau and Nannimo Railway Company 
by virtue of their grant from the Do- 
minion government claim that the coal 
under the sea off shore belongs to them, 
and there is no manner of doubt that it 
does, if the Dominion government had 
the right to convey it, for the language 
of the conveyance is definite and ex- 
press. The title to the foreshore and 
hence to land under the sea was sup- 
posed in this province and elsewhere in 
Canada to be vested in the Dominion 
government, and the rule was supposed 
to apply to the foreshore in all places. 
In 1898 the judicial committee of the' 
Privy Council in the ease of the Attor- 
ney-General of Canada vs. the Attor- 
neys-General of Ontario, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia, decided that this 
right of the Dominion government 
only applild to harbors, and their Lord- 
ships said that no general rule could be 
laid down as to what constitutes a har- 
bor, but the fact must be determined in 
each particular ease. After this deci- 
sion, suit was entered by the 10. & N. 
railway company to restrain the New 
Vancouver Coal Company from mining 
under the sea in front of a portion of its 
grant and this suit is now pending, and 
the provincial government became a party 
to it. This intervention bad the effect 
of tying up the proceeding, and when 
they had been safely tied up, the govern- 
ment gave the property in dispute to one 
of the litigants, that is the New Vancou- 
ver Coal Company, and not. only this, 
but an iuitnenst domain outside of it. It 
is euiy necessary to imagine that the 
Turner goveriillKM v.r.s in power, and 
that gift had been made to quiet any 
doubt as to whether the grant from the 
Dominion government to the 10. ,t X. 
Company conveyed the land under the 
sea at this particular point, to realize 
what a howl would have gone up from 
the CoMen-Semlin combine. And yet I tie 
10. N, Company have a deed which ex- 
pressely purports to give the right to 
mine coal under the .sea, while the ori- 
ginal conveyance under which the New 
Vancouver Coal Company claims does 
not pretend to do an i thing of the kin 1 
To appreciate the case il is neeessaiy 
get a bird's eve view of it. The Ne v 
Vancouver Co:il Company enter upon a 
piece of property to which Lhey have no 
documentary title; the '0 & N. Vi-.ilvvny 
company institute a -nil claiming that 
the property is cover. 1 1 by their docu- 
mentary title; the provincial government 
steps in and says that 'he property bi- 



excusc does not app'y— icduirel any 
right by expending money on the prop- 
erty trespassed upon"; It may be said 
in reply that the pro rinse having per- 
mitted the company to go nu lulled them 
into security and was in duty boun.l lo 
protect them from loss. But no one in 
Htkish Columbia < ver imiglnel until 
1S0S that the province had any right to 
the foreshore nnd to mines und ;r the ton, 
the opinion being that these were vested 
in the Dominion sovcrnmeut. Hence the 
case is not one in which the government 
of the province can be held to have con- 
structively assented to the working of 
the under-sea mines by the Vancouver 
Coal Company, and hence also the claim 
that the issuing of the letters patent is 
equitable cannot be sustained. But if 
there were anything in this claim, if it 
is true that the provincial government by 
sleeping on its right gave the Vancouver 
Coal Company a colorable claim to some 
land tinder the sea, what justification is 
this for giving that company ten thons 
and acres? And what imaginable ex- 
cuse was there for keeping the transac- 
tion secret? > 

We have outlined the principle facts in 
this case, because it is important that 
the mutter should be fully understood 
The legality of the transaction will form 
a subject for consideration in the proper 
quarters, and we do not propose to say 
anything more upon that point than y\ 
have done. We desire, however, to en- 
ter the strongest protesl against an at- 
tempt to give away valuable property 
the province. The law provides 1 
COUl lands shall be acquired; it provides I 
that a royalty shall be paid lor coal; it 
provides how crown grants shall he is- 
sued; il provides for publicity al every 
stage. All the safeguards which the law 
has thrown around the public domain to 
prevent a dishonest government from 
giving it away to favorite individuals 
have been overturned, and tin attempt 
has been made to take from the people 
what ought to be a valuable source of 
revenue for many years to come. This 
was done clandestinely. It was done dis- 
honorably. The gravity of the offence 
against public morality cannot bo exag- 
gerated. Unfortunately the voters of 
Victoria will not have the opportunity of 
pronouncing directly upon the conduct of 
the men who have so basely betrayed 
their trust; but the people of Vancouver 
will he able to deal with the man who 
we are satisfied is the chief offender, tied 
the people of New Westminster wilh the 
Attorney-General without whose sanc- 
tion I he outrage could not. have been 
consummated. We trust that the voters 
of those places will know how to do their 
duty and that they will relegate for- 
ever to private life the representatives 
who have proved so false to their duty to 
the public and have been guilty of what 
can only be described as an unparalleled 
outrage upon the people of the province.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

We print an interesting budget of ques- 
tions asked in parliament by Licut.-Col. 
Prior and the answers thereto. The lat- 
ter call for some comment. 

The first is the query as to why no 
money was spent on Victoria harbor, and 
Mr. Tarto's reply is that parliament 
thought the money could be spent to bet- 
ter advantage in the British Empire. This 
is not only a flippant answer, but is a 
direal affront to the people of the city, 
Col. Prior Hpoke, not as a curious indi- 
vidual, hut as the representative of an 
important community, and he was entitl- 
ed to a reply expressed in courteous 
language, if nothing else. The excuse 
given by the Minister of Public 'Works 
is worse than none at all, for every one 
knows that if anything bad been put in 
the estimates for Victoria harbor the 
house would have voted it without a 
question. 

The second question deals with the ^tip- 
plies for the Quesnel-Dawson telegraph 
parly. No reason is given for purchas- 
ing goods at Ottawa, when they could 
just as well have been bought on the 
Const. No explanation in suggested why 
Pate & Son should get the contract 
without tender, while other people should 
tender. The latter part of the answer is. 
we are informed, incorrect and no goods 
are stored at Ashcroft for the use 
this party. 

Question .". refers to the Son ghees 
reserve nnd shows that the provincial 
government has been neglectful of this 
important matter. 

The fourth question deals with the mat- 
ter of cabinet representation. Col, Prior 
is acting in the interests of his const itll 
cuts in urging this upon the- attention of 
Ihe Premier. lie probably did not 
peel any other answer than he received, 
but he did his duty in bringing the mat 
tor up. British Columbia is in need of 
direct cabinet representation, as has beer 
shown many times during the existence 
of the LnWier ministry. 

The Maeauluy Point claims form the 
subject of the fifth question. The an 
swer doe« not cover the whole question 
for it does not say if the claimants will 
be permitted to take their claims to the 
Exchequer Court, It is worthy of note 
that the last government settled similar 
elninis on the advice of the Minister of 
Justice. 

After reading the sixth question and 
the answer the people of the city will he 
more amazed than ever that no money 
was available for Victoria harbor. 

The seventh question deals with ^ho 
Dawson mail and is full of interest.

New Steamer 
For the Skeena. 



Bonsall St Cunningham to Put 
Monte Crlsto In New Ser- 
vice This Season. 



Achnashie Arrives From Liver- 
pool—Luck of the Sealers 
—Japanese Immigrants 



It is expected that the C.P.N. Co.'s 
steamer Queen City on coming in from 
Northern British Columbia ports this 
morning will bring news of the arrival 
on the Skeena of the fast little river 
steamer Monte Crlsto, which last year 
and the year before established a re- 
cord for herself as the most successful 
of the licet operating on the Stikiue. She 
was purchased at Wrangel some weeks 
ago by Captain Bonsall, formerly of the 
Caledonia, in partnership with Mr. K. 
Cunningham, and will be operated here- 
after by these gentlemen, Captain Bon- 
sall commanding on the Skeena river be- 
tween Kssingtou and Oflzeltou, a dis- 
tance of J'JO miles with considerable in- 
termediate business. According to last 
reports the Monte Critito left Wrangel 
about three weeks ago for the Skeena, 
where she was upon arrival to be beach- 
ed, overhauled, and made thoroughly 
suitable for her new service, in which 
she starts under most favorable aus- 
pices, inasmuch an she has contracts from 
the various mining companies and dis- 
trict business men that will keep her 
busy all summer, her casual business be- 
ing all profit. The Monte Cristo while 
on the Stikiue distinguished herself by 
never missing a trip, and it is to be hoped 
and expected that her good luck will 
hold with her on her new run. The 
Queen City, which has been looked for 
during several days past, met with con- 
siderable rough weather on her trip now 
Hearing completion, and which included 
a call at Skidegate; she was reported to 
the owners from Union Bay yesterday, 
her master explaining that he had been 
delayed by rough weather, in which the 
boom end was lost, but would probably 
reach Victoria by 1U this morning. 

TUB ACHNASHIE ARRIVES. 

Completing a Good Average Trip With 
Merchandise from Liverpool and 
Glasgow. 

The expectation that the British ship 
Achnashie. from Liverpool and Glas- 
gow for It. 1'. Rithet & Co., Ltd., was 
near at hand, proved well justified yes- 
terday, when the tug Wandered drop- 
ped the ship in Esquimalt where the 
naval stores contained in her 4,000 ton 
cargo are to he discharged. Afterwards 
she will come to the outer wharf to land 
tin- major portion of her heavy freights; 
going then to Vancouver, and subsequent- 
ly to Puget Sound. A return charter 
has not yet been arranged. The Achna- 
shie's cargo consists in large part of tin 
for cannery purposes, these consign- 
ments making up 2,300 tons; besides 
there are (100 tons of tramway rails to 
be landed at Vancouver; 400 cases of 
cement for Victoria; and heavy orders 
of lire brick and liquors for Puget 
Sound merchants. The Achnashie was 
14S days on the passage, with generally 
fair weather and wind, although two 
severe storms were encountered— the one 
a nor'west gale while the ship was in 
■ll! S., and the other a week ago off the 
coast of Washington. The only vessel 
reported by Captain Longmuir is the ship 
Tin to Hill, which has, however, arrived 
at San Francisco, her destination, in ad- 
vance of the Achnashie. Several seal- 
ing craft were sighted off the Cape, but 
lit too great distance to be spoken. 
Stevedore McDennott. is to commence 
discharging the ship at Esquimnlt to- 
day. The Achnasliie's Liverpool con- 
signments, other than those coming "to 
order," are for: ShalJcross, Maeaulay 
A: Co., Bank of B.N. A., Pilkiugton Bros'., 
George Carter, Pitlier & Leiser.

lungs. Mental quietude Is essential to pro- 
per breathing. The excited man— the 
emotional Individual— who suffocates with 
joy, palpitates with enthusiasm, chokes 
with rage, gasps with astonishment, sighs 
from the Intensity of his attachments— the 
emotional Individual by every inequality In 
his respiration abbreviates his life. 

Another physical characteristic of long- 
evity, most Important of all, and seldom 
or never noticed, Is ease and repose of 
movement. Tlie old person— the hale, ^ifor- 
ous, healthy old man— moves easily, light- 
ly, silently. ;io hit's elways moved that 
way. Thut's the reason he Is here now In- 
stead of with the others who, with their 
gasps and sighs, their clinched brows and 
twirling thumbs, their Intense emotions, 
and little complaints, are gone nnd forgot- 
ten. Ease of movement and grace depend 
upon muscular relaxation. Muscular re- 
laxation Is Impossible except when the 
mind Is tranquil. 

A fourth peculiarity of those who live 



long Is that they nre Invariably small eat- 
ers. Gourmands die young. The octogen- 
arian Is always frugal. The enormous 
physiological task of digesting and excret- 
ing dally pounds of food not needed by the 
organism Is not performed by the frugal 
eater, and so he bus the more vitality to 
expend In thought, In working and in liv- 
ing out his century. We live 'not so much 
because of what we eat as because what 
we do not eat. Much has been written on 
the subject of longevity, but little thnt 
to-day possesses any beyond a merely liter- 
ary Interest. The influence of occupation, 
of climate, of stimulants, of location, of 
race, and breeding upon longevity open in- 
teresting lields for discussion, but affect 
the matter only indirectly.

Panrdeberg Drift, 
special courier to Modder River Sta- 
tion; delayed in transmission; received 
in Montreal Murch 0— When on the 
morning of February 18 the Canadians, 
after a forced march of 23 miles during 
Saturday night from the direction of 
Jacobsdaal, reached here they were con- 
siderably fatigued, but still in good con- 
dition to engage in any serious under- 
taking that might be before them. 

When we reached this Drift, shortly 
after daybreak on Sunday, we found 
the Sixth Division of the forces in the 
field and a cavalry brigade engaging 
the main body of Gen. Crouje's army, 
which was attempting to cross the 
river in full retreat from Magersfon- 
tein, and evidently making for a posi- 
tion whence his retreat upon the capi- 
tal of the Orange Free State might be 
protected. 

When the Canadians arrived at the 
scene of buttle and perceived the situa- 
tion of affairs, in their eagerness to be 
in tlie light they forgot all the hardships 
of the forced march which they had 
just undergone, and as the word was 
passed round that here at last was sorl 
oils work abend of them, there was no 
II inching. The sight of the British sol 
diers already in action gave the Cana 
dians it double incentive to take part in 
the fight. Every man straightened 
himself for the supreme effort that was 
coining as the word of command tc 
move forward was given. 

Our battalion at once advanced to the 
banks of the Modder and jumped into 
tile river, which was running four feet 
deep at this point. Crouje's men held 
a strong position on the north bank of 
the Modder, directly facing us. Rille- 
men were posted by the Boers in every 
donga and along the steep banks on th 
north side, and among a fringe of 
bushes which bordered on the banks. 
A few of the men of the Highland 
Brigade were already engaged in at- 
tacking the Boers at this point. 

We came in touch with the enemy in 
the following formation: "A" Company 
from Manitoba and the Northwest 
"I!" Company from London, Out., and 
"E" Company from Montreal made up 
the advance tiring line of the Canadian 
Regiment. "D" Company of Ottawa 
and Kingston, and "C" Company of 
Toronto, acted as supports to reinforce 
the firing line. "F" Company, from 
Quebec, " G" Company, from New 
Brunswick, and "II" Company, from 
Prince Edward Island and Nova 
Scotia, acted as reserves. These latter 
were not brought into action until the 
afternoon of Sunday. 

The Canadians faced the Boer fire 
unflinchingly. They compelled the ad- 
miration of the British otllcers, under 
whose observation they were. Their 
advances were made in short rushes of 
30 paces, and it was done in splendid 
style under Major Buchnn. Capt 
Arnold, of Winnipeg, who was seriously 
injured (and has since died) was gal 
lantly leading his company when be fell 
before the bullet of ,i Boer marksman. 

The entire Canadian Regiment re- 
mained under tire all day, and as there 
was little cover the casualties in dead 
and wounded kept mounting steadily 
upward. At 5 o'clock the Canadian 
Regiment was reinforced. The Corn- 
wails were moved up to their support. 
An order to charge the enemy was given 
by the Colonel of the Cornwalls. This 
command did not apply to the Cana- 
dians, but when our men saw the Brit- 
ish soldiers rush forward the example 
was contagious. Tlie Canadians gave 
a cheer and every man in the firing 
line to tlie right joined in the charge. 
Seeing this, "F" Company, from Que- 
bec, which was in place with the re- 
serves, rushed forward also upon the 
Boer position, thinking that the whole 
regiment had orders to this effect. The 
charge was a magnificent one, and was 
met by a murderous rille fire from the 
Boer position. The British troops were 
falling fast, and ultimately were forced 
to retire after they had covered 200 
yards to the north of the Modder river. 

Capt. Bell witli his Maxim guns dis- 
played great gallantry in getting his 
weapons across the river and ndvnneing 
steadily to a position on the left flank 
of the Canadian Regiment. Every 
step he took was in the face of a heavy 
Boer fire. From the loft flunk the 
Maxim gun did splendid work all day. 
(Mr. Smith here refers to the casualty 
list, which was forwarded officially 
rrom the battle field, and which has 
been given out by the Ottawa authori- 
ties. I 

He then continues his narrative thus: 
At dark the firing ceased from the Boer 
linos, and it was found that they had 
retired, leaving our troops in possession 
of the position for which they had 
fought all day. Our dead were picked 
up and the wounded enred for, and that 
night we camped on the hard-won 
battle field, cheered by the news which 
wits circulated throughout the eamp 
that the British attack upon Gen. 
Cronjo had I teen a complete success; 
that his position was completely sur- 
rounded by British soldiers, and that 
his capitulation was only a question of 
time. 

I cannot emphasize too much (he 
bravery of the Canadians during the 
whole day, and the outspoken admira- 
tion of the British soldiers in comment- 
ing on tlie manner in which the Cana- 
dian soldiers fought was calculated to 
send a thrill of pride through the 
breast of every man from the Dominion. 
If the official expressions of praise 
over 'he gallantry of the Canadians 
was strong, it found a louder echo in 
the manner in which Tommy Atkins 
himself ungrudgingly complimented his 
over-seas companion in arms. On Mon- 
day, the following day, the Canadians 
rested, and the respite from hostilities 
was much appreciated. 

Monday evening, with the rest of 
(he brigade, the Canadians moved up 
the north bank of the river to n num- 
ber of kopjes overlooking the Boer 
lnager. Taking advantage of the posi- 
tion won in Sunday's fight, the Cana- 
dians had a commanding place from 
which to observe the Boer cam]). 

Before fl o'clock on Tuesday morning 
the Canadian Regiment moved out in 
the open veldt, in front of Gen. Crouje's 
laager, about 2,000 yards distant from 
it. After an hour spent in this posi- 
tion, the Canadians steadily advanced, 
their outpost until they came in touch 
with the outer Boer trenches. The 
Dutchmen did not fire upon our men. 
One of their number came out. of the" 
trenches waving a white flag, and 
stated that all the Boers in this parti- 
cular position desired to surrender. 
Tlie messenger was taken before Brig- 
adier-Major Currit? and Capt. Dixon, 
lie repeated his statement and was 
taken back again to the trenches. Here 



occurred a piece of treachery, which is 
not unusual. The Boer's escort was 
fired upon as soon as they had safely 
handed over their man to his compan- 
ions. 

Matters continued in a state of quiet- 
ude until 2 o'clock in the afternoon; 
then the enemy in the laager began 
sniping again, while the regiment was 
cooking dinner. Artillery fire was also 
started in the Boer trenches, sweeping 
our lines with a raking fire as our 
regiment left the supply wagon. On 
this occasion Private Downey of "F" 
Company was badly wounded. Private 
Parker of "H" Company, and Private 
Holland of "C" Company were slightly 
wounded. All the rest of the day our 
guns pounded the enemy's laager, where 
the Boers were surrounded. 

Prisoners were coming into the Brit- 
ish camp continually during the follow- 
ing week, and those reported that the 
relief columns advancing from the 
Orange Free State were being headed 
off by Gen. French. The Canadians, in 
common witli the British soldiers, kept 
upon the attack upon Crouje's laager 
steadily the following week, the Cana- 
dian trenches being well advanced, un- 
til tlie final operations of our regiment, 
as detailed in my despatch .from this 
place on February 27 and scut by 
courier to Kimherley. 

Private Barry of Montreal was 
wounded in the Sunday fighting, but 
his death did not take place until Tues- 
day. On February 2(1 tlie Canadians 
were personally thanked by Lord Rob- 
erts for their gallant work, and he 
informed them that he had brought to 
(he notice of the government tlie splen- 
did work done by them in the opera- 
tions in which they had been engaged.
